The Queen Mary 


Disappointment is probably in store for millions in the British Empire 
who have conceived the impression that the first trip of the Cunard-White 
Star's super-liner; the Queen Mary, scheduled for May 27, is a world sport- 
ing event of the first magnitude with the blue ribbon of the Atlantic for 
speed as the stakes. 

The speed record for the Atlantic was held for the British for 22 years | 
by the Cunard Steamship Company's Mauretania until August, 1929, when | 
the title passed to the Rex, flying the flag of Italy, and has not/ since been 
recovered by any vesrel carrying the Union Jack. 

Millions have been led to believe that the Qteen Maury is expected to 
win back the speed supremacy of the North Atlantic for Great Britain and 
as a result of the great amount of publicity given to this vessel during tht 
course of her construction and on the occasion of her launching at Clyde- 
bank a few weeks ago they confidently anticipate that this consummation | 
is to be achieved by the new boat, but this, according to the London Times, | 
is not the purpose of the construction of this great steamship. 

On the contrary, the Times shatters this and other misconceptions of 
the purpose and mission of the Queen Mary. Not only was she not built 
to wrest the speed supremacy of the North Atlantic from another country | 
but, we are told, she was not designed to the most luxurious liner afloat, 
despite reams of descriptive material which has been published emphasizing 
the lavish nature of her appointments and equipment. 

“The problem,” says the Times, “was not to build a ship so big and so 
fast as to ‘stagger creation’. The problem all along was to build ‘the smal- 
lest and slowest ship that could form one half of a weekly service'.” 

Continuing the Times says: “Speed is very expensive; and a ship must 
be big to pay for it. On the other hand size is also expensive; and there is | 
need for nice calculation. The Queen Mary is not meant to be the biggest 

She is not meant to be a ‘luxury’ ship at‘all. It 


and fastest ship afloat. 
has been made perféctly clear that the luxury will be there for those who | 
seek it; but one advantage of great size in a ship is that room can be made 
for all sorts of people, and the Queen Mary is not for the ich only.” 

However, if the Queen Mary is not designed to be the largest ship 
afloat or the fastest. boat on. the seven seas or even the most luxurious, she 
has claims to distinction which make her an impressivé monument to the 
brains responsible for heft creation, exemplified in the words stability, 
strength and safety and these attributes have been achieved without undue 
sacrifice of size, speed and lavishness, 


On the ‘contrary, the Queen Mary is of noble proportions and embodies 
the last word in naval architecture, marine engineering and scientific 
research, . e 


Every conceivable device has been adopted to justify the claim made 
for the Queen Mary that she is the safest ship afloat and that passengers 
aboard her will be safer than in their own homes. To quote a recent issue 
of Pearson's Weekly she is “so. well equipped with scientific instruments 
that it will be literally possible, with a little adjustment, to send her from | 
Southampton to New York without a man aboard,” and, “she will be able 
to steam through impenetrable fog at 40 miles per hour, automatically 
steered and protected from collision with ships and objects.” 

These devices include a “Aadio searchlight” with which the Normandie | 
is also fitted, a continuous m of ultra-short radio waves which sweep! 
the horizon ahead of the bows of the advancing vessel and record obstruc- 
tions on a sensitive receiver, 

Another is the infra-red ray detector to locate other vessels or icebergs 
at a great distance. in dense fog or black night. “The latest detector of this) 
kind,” says the writer in Pearson's Weekly, “is so sensitive to changes in| 
heat waves that it can detect a man through a mile of heavy fog by the | 
heat of his body.” F 

The boat is equipped, with an automatic helmsman, consisting of a} 
gyro, electrically connected with the steering*gear in such fashion that if) 
the vessel deflects one half degree from the set course it will automatically 
be swung back on the true course.

At the slightest trace of smoke the 
electric eye will sound the alarm and release a stream of carbon dioxide gas, | 
automatically selecting the burning hold and smothering the blaze

Apparently Dead For Some Minutes 
Is Resuscitated On Operating 
' Table ¥ 

Another case of a patient who 
“died” on the operating table, only | 
to be brought back to life again by| 
heart massage and injections of | 
adrenaline, is described in the ¢ur-) 
rent issue of the British Medical 
Journal. 

The patient, .rnest Hinsley, about | 
45, of Waterloo, Asthon, is now 
normal again, but has no memory of 
having been to the operating thea-| 
tre. ] 

His heart, said Dr. J. V. Fiddian, | 
stopped without warning and Hins- | 
ley ceased to breathe. Efforts at! 
resuscitation began immediately and 
the “usual two or three mfMfutes were} 
wasted in fruitless artificial respira- 
tion,” 

Dr. Fiddian then resorted to car- 


diac massage, and continued this for 


| two minutes without feeling any 


spontaneous movement of the heart. 
He then injected intra-cardias 
adrenaline into the ventricle. 

“The effect,” he writes, “was im- 
mediate and almost magical, With 
each squeeze that followed the heart 
was felt to be enlarging and sudden- 
ly it began to beat wildly. 

“It was several minutes more be- 
fore spontaneous respiration was 
established, but after that there was 
no further immediate anxiety, 

“The patient was returned to bed 
with his heart still beating tumult- 
ously, in a manner strongly sugges- 
tive of an overdose of adrenaline.”

From Copper Plates 
The world’s smallest book, which is 
a quarter of an inch long, three-six- 
teenths wide, and weighs a grain and

‘most surprising thing about the text 


—which is E, F, Thompson's render- 
ing of selected verses of the Rubai- 
yat—is that it is properly printed 
from minute copper plates, with ink, 
on paper, and not merely produced 
by photograph. The pages are stitch- 
ed by hand and bound in leather. 
The verses look like small dark 
stains on the paper, and can be read 
only with a magnifying glass. When 
the book was being printed in Wor- 
cester, Massachusetts, in 1932 it was 
found that the vibration of a passing 
motor-car was enough to blur the 
type.

The eye looks up from below; why not the camera? 


Consider the wotm and his view- 
Point—he's in on the ground floor. 

Viewpoint means much, and is an 
important factor in picture making. 
It has much to do with the perspec- 


tive we get in pictures. If the per- 
spective is not pleasing to the eye it 
will not be pleasing in the picture, 
and if the effect as seen from the 
viewpoint of the camera lens is odd 
or startling it will be recorded just 
so in the picture, 

While distortion is to be avoided 
in the truly artistic’ photograph, it 
is possible to obtain many interest- 
ing shots from unurual points of 
view, even though the perspective 
be a bit violent. Expert photograph- 
ers are to-day seeking and finding 
new angles from which to make 
their pictures, and: for the most part

Method Of Photographing Human 
Volce Has Been Discovered 

There is no limit to the aid of 
science in crime detection. Recent) 
years have brought many wonders) 
of the laboratory for the detective's 
use, and in the realm of itientifica- 
tion we have passed from  finger- 
prints to palm-prints, to ear-prints 
and many other surprising things 

Now we may be approaching the 
era of the voice-print, as the result 
of a device perfected by a Hun-) 
garian-born inventor who has lived| 
in London since the day when, just 
after the war, he went to England/| 
as a student in the scientific side of} 
electrical engineering. | 

Edward Wender is his name, and| 
his achievement has been to discover 
a method of actually photographing 
the human voice and of developing it} 
on glass so that an indestructible 
and permanent record of it may be 
kept 

This method takes the recording 
of sound a long way ahead of any- 
thing done in this field hitherto. 
There has, been the gramophone disk | 
method; there has been the making 
of a sound track for talking films 
But the capturing of sound by these 
methods has one outstanding dis- 
advantage—-with repeated use the 
records inevitably become worn and) 
impaired. Moreover, pure natural- 
ness of tone cannot always be ob- 
tained. Individual gradations of 
voice may be lost or obscured. 

These are disadvantages which 
Mr. Wender’s method of photograph- 
ing the voice sweeps away. He is 
able to take and keep for all time if 
necessary an absolutely pure record | 
of sound with all its individual 
variations and characteristics. 

He does it by allying the principles 
of electricity and light. Supposing 
it is desired to make a record of a 
girl's voice. The subject speaks 
first into an ordinary microphone. 
The sound is then carried through an 
amplifier to a big camera of special 
type and is then photographed on 
to a plate. 

After being developed the voice is 
printed on to a circular disk of heavy 
giass in the form of a series of con- 
centric rings, and to lay eyes looks 
for all the world like some Eastern 
writing. Each tiny gradation of tone 
is there, each rise and fall the voice 
may make without its owner's) 
knowledge. A single word may be 
represented by a considerable portion 
of one of the rings. 

There may be people whose voices 
seem similar, but each individual of 
the human race is believed by ex-
